Claims 1-19 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Salem et ai US 5,403,492. 

Salem discloses a method for making an ion exhange resin for removing metal oxides and colloidal material from high-resistivity 
industrial water streams (see abstract and Examples). 

Claims 1-19 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Oberhofer US 4,770,790. 

Oberhofer discloses a method for making particulate ion exchange resins and sorbents and maintaining the performance thereof (see 
abstract and Examples). 

Claims 1-19 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed can 
be made or used in industry. 
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
